Wiman's Counsel Makes 
a Statement. 


The Accused as the Head of 
the Firm, 


He Did Their Business and Made 
the Money. 


Did Not Resemble the Proper Sig- 
natures — Animus of the 
Prosecution.

, YORK, Feb. 25.—Albert B. 
Boardman, who, for many years, has 
been Wiman’s private counsel, made the 
following statement tomight regarding 
“R. G. n & Co. em- 
ployed Nicoll as counsel, and he pre- 
pared a careful statement of the case 
for the press. Any one would suppose 
on reading WNicoll’s statements, that 
Wiman was the cashier, of book-keeper, 
of Dun & Co., and had no individual 
business relation of any kind, either 
with Dun or the parties in whose fa- 
vor the checks were drawn. The fact 
is that for years Wiman has not only 
been a member of the firm, but, in 
the conduct of the business, has been 
the responsible head of the concern. 
I suppose 90 per cent. of all checks 
drawn by R. G. Dun & Co. during 
that period have been signed by Wiman. 
Probably Wiman made the same per- 
centage of all the firm’s important con- 
tracts. 

“Again, no reference is made in 
Nicoll’s statements to Wiman’s inti- 
mate personal and business relations 
with the drawees of the’ checks de- 
scribed in ‘the indictments, nor to the 


admitted fact that the indorsements 


of the drawees named bear no resem- 
blance at all to the signatures, nor 
to the admited fact that the indorse- 
ments were not used to obtain credit 
from any third party, but simply for 
the purpose of transferring to credit- 
ors in bank, from an account against 
which Wiman had a perfect right to 
The above statement will suf- 
fice. to call attention to obvious omis- 
inaccuracic’} ‘p..the-statement 
prepared by Nicoll and published by 
the firm for the apparent purpose of 
prejud'cing Wiman’s case with the pub- 
lic before he had an opportunity: to be 
heard.” 

As a showing of the animus of the 
prosecution Boardman recites the pe- 
culiar. circumstances of the arrest an 
the refusal to accept the bail proffered 
by men worth $2,000,000. He also refers 
to the manner in which Wiman war 
indicted and railroaded into the Tombs. 
A carefully-prepared statement to his 
injury and Dun’'s interview were ready 
for prompt publication. He says: “Wi- 
man has handled milions belonging to 
the firm and has practically signed 90 
per cent of the checks. From the mo- 
ment Wiman took charge qf the busi- 
ness the profits increased until Dun’s 
share amounted to $400,000 per annum. 
The public and any fair-minded jury 
will find it hard to believe that while 
Wiman was making for himself $75,000 to 
$100,000 per annum and for Dun $400,- 
000 he was scheming to defraud the 
firm of about $10,000 through a forgery 
of names no Way resembling the gen- 
uine signatures.” 

Boardman draws attention to Wi- 
man’ s splendid record in public enter- 
prises and charitable work and to the 
fact that as soon as it became evident 
he was insolvent. he transferred al) 
his property to Dun as security for any 
sum finally adjudged due upon the set- 
tlement of accounts. If these cases 
are ever brought to trial the public will 
have a chance to ascertain the motive 
prompting the prosecution and, he 
adds: “I shall be much surprised’ if 
there are not a number of very es- 
timable gentlemen who, like Macbeth, 
will tremble in well-appointed dining- 
halls and say with quivering | lips. 
‘Shake not thy gory locks at me, thou 
canst not say I did it.” As a matter of 
fact I notice some of them are al- 
ready doing so.”’

Fiume, was met by an old comrade 
explorer, Count @amuel Teleki, who ac- 
companied him # Budapest, where a 
still Open wound caused by a rhi- 
nocéros horn was operated upons by 
Prof. Lumnitzer, and great. relief 
given.

As to the ulti- 
mate result of Chanler’s expeditidn 
Hohnell says: “I am. afraid through 
lack of transports Chanler has not 
been able to advance to the Borana 
country, the goal he desired to reach. 
I know that on October 18, 1893, a cara- 
van from Turkana to Mombasa sold to 
one Of Chanler’s agents sixty donkeys. 
These I understand arrived safely at 
Daitcho. Personally, when leaving 
Diatcho in August, I advised him to 
proceed to Turkana for ivory. What 
has been his adventures since we parted 
he vill tell on his arrival shortly at 
Mombasa.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 25.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The Chronicle’s Helena 
(Mant.) correspondent says: This town 
was agog today over a story that was 
printed this morning in a local news- 
paper. It narrates a ruse employed 
by Mrs. Delbert Bedford to palm off 
on her confiding husband a waif as 
his own child. The deception was 
complete for three months, and might 
never have been discovered but for the 
fact that the real mother of the child 
concluded that Mrs. Bedford was. not 
the proper woman to bring up a girl 
baby. 

When the mother demanded the re- 
turn of her baby the putative mother 
refused to give it up, as her decep- 
tion would then be exposed to her 
husband. Julia Olesen, a seamstress, 
and the real mother of the baby. went | 
to Bedford and told him that the child 
was hers and not Mrs. Bedford’s nor 
his. Bedford then went to Dr. Kel- 
logg, to whom he had paid $84 for at- 
tendance on Mrs. Bedford during her 
fictitious confinement, and the doctor 
owned up to the truthfulness of Julia 
Oles¢n's story. The doctor is now un- 
der arrest for obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

Julia got out a writ of habeas cor- 
pus to secure possession of her baby, 
but Mrs. Bedford and the cherub have 
both disappeared, though the officers 
think they can find them. Bedford is 
a half-owner and manager of the 
Northern News Company, which con- 
trols the sale of literary matter on 
the Northern Pacific trains between 
St. Paul and Portland. Mrs. Bedford 
and Miss Olesen occupied adjoining 
wards in a lying-in hospital, when the 
latter’s baby was born, and it was at 
once transferred te Mrs. Bedford. The 
supposed father poured deep libations 
into his friends over the happy event.

If he 
does not succeed, however, in a few 
days, it is not longer probable that the 
Speaker and his associates on the Rule 
Committee will permit the bill longer 
to block the path of business. As the 
opponents of the measure have now 
adopted a filibustering policy, a rule 
will be formulated by the committee 
tomorrow morning to prevent this, and 
bring a vote down directly to Mr. 
Bland’s motion. 

A caucus will be held tomorrow 
night or Tuesday to consider the ques- 
tion of the amendment of the rules 
which will either give the Speaker 
power to count a quorum or place it 
in his power to compel them to vote 
with the alternative of fining. The out- 
look for the week is full of contingen- 
cies. The struggle over the Bland bill 
may drift into a big parliamentary 
contest over the change in rules, in 
which event there will be some bitter 
opposition manifested from the Demo- 
cratic side, especially if the proposed 
rule contemplates lodging in the 
Speaker’s hands the power to count 
quorum. 

Pending the result of the silver fight, 
Democratic opponents of the measure 
will contest anything designed to lessen 
their powers of obstructing the seign- 
iorage bill. If the silver bill is got- 
ten out of the way before the end of 
the week the contested election cases 
and appropriation bills will follow. 

In the Senate this week the bill ta 
provide a new government printing- 
office building, to rearrange the Florida 
judicial districts, the Hawaiian ques- 
tion and Senator Stewart's bond reso- 
lution remain to be disposed of, and 
it is probable the report of the Com. 
mittee on Foreign Relations, that is to 
be made Monday concerning diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
States and Hawaii under Senator Mor- 
gan’s resolution, will ‘cause more or 
less debates, It bids fair to be a busy 
week and one of varied interest, 
whether the tariff bill is a or 
not. 

It is the intention of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee to report the tariff 
bill in the Senate tomorrow unless the 
Republicans offer strenuous objections, 
It is expected that Senator Voorhees 
will give notice that he will call up the 
bill on the following Monday and ask 
that it be kept before the Senate until 
disposed of. It is a part of the pro- 
gramme that the bill be taken up every 
Monday immediately after morning 
business and be kept before the Senate 
to the exclusion of everything else. It 
is intimated that if there is any dis- 
position to prolong the debate a move 
will be mede for extra hours and 
longer sessions. 

The Democratic sub-committee will 
consider the bill a short time tomor- 
row morning before the full committee 
meets. The bill, which’ was sent to the 
printer last night, will be changed in 
some particulars before it is finally 


‘submitted. As it stands, there are three 


propositions which have not been 
wholly agreed to, and whatever is done 
will necessitate alterations. A mem- 
ber of the sub-committee said tonight 
that he saw no reason why it should 
not reported tomorrow; the full 
committee would not have to change a 
single thing, even the dotting of an 
“i” or the crossing of a ‘‘t.” 

The Democrats will offer to allow 
the Republicans time in which to sub- 
mit their views, either in the form of 
a bill or a report. It is not believed 
the Republicans will consent to report 
upon the bill tomorrow and this may 
interfere with the Democratic pro- 


gramme and delay reporting the bill. - 


The Democratic members of the com- 
mittee do not conceal the feeling that 
the caucus called for tomorrow morning 
at the same time the committee meets 
is antagonistic to some features of the 
bill. It is said to be unlikely tHat any 
members of the Finance Committee will 
attend the caucus. 

It is probable that whether the bill 
be reported to the Senate or not, the bill 
as submitted to the full committee to- 
morrow will be made public during the 
day. It is said by a member of the 
committee that several important 
changes have been made in the bill as 
it came from the house. A large num- 
ber of minor changes have also been 
made, including changes from specific 
to ad valorem rates.

FIRE AT THE HOME. 


‘The Governor's Resiscace Destroyed—Furni- 
ture Saved—Cause, Defective Flue. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing fire was ‘discovered in the roof of 
the governor’s residence at the Sol- 
diers’ Home, from the location of which 
it is surmised that it caught from 
some defect in the chimney, around 
which it was burning briskly when first 


seen. The fire made slow but steady 
progress, the house being totally de- 
stroyed. 


There is no fire organization at the 
homie, and at the gubernatorial resi- 
dence there was neither fire-plug nor 
hose. There were no ladders, either, 
by which to scale the steep roof, so 
that while hundreds of men were 
promptly on hand, and the fire burned 
slowly from the top down, the day be- 
ing perfectly calm, the only thing that 
could be done was to save the con- 
tents. The veterans acted with perfect 
composure, and the entire furnishings 
of the house were removed with 
scarcely any damage to anything. The 
gxoods were stored in the new wing of 
the hospital. 

Gov. Triechel has been confined to 
his residence for some weeks. He was 
assisted to Dr. Hasse’s, from whose 
library-window he watched the de- 
struction of his own home. Except a 
little nervousness he seemed none the 
worse for the -experience. It is sug- 
gested that temporary quarters may 
be fitted up for the governor’s occu- 
pancy in'‘the new part of the hospital, 
although it is too early to make defi- 
nite announcement ‘with regard to 
this. 

The government carries no insurance 
on the home buildings, and the loss 
in this case is total. The building cost 
about $9000, and it will require a sne- 
cial appropriation from Congress for 
its rebuilding. Most of the other build- 
ings at the home have fire-plugs and 
hose-reels, but, as has been said, the 
executive mansion’ was wholly at the 
mercy of the fire.

THE MERCHANTS’ TAX. 


The City Council will probably take up 
again, at its session today, the ques- 
tion cf the “occupation license tax,” 
the abrogation of which the Merchants 
Association has been earnestly seeking. 
We learn that the Councilmen are gen- 
erally well disposed toward the repeal- 
ing measure, and desire to satisfy the 
reasonable requirements of the business 
men, but they find themselves con- 
fronted at the present juncture with a 
financial difficulty which makes them 
hesitate about at once cutting off this 
source of the city’s revenue. The large 
appropriations made necessary in order 
to furnish employment for deserving 
poor men have been a heavy draft upon 
the treasury, and for that reason the 
sentiment of the Council is in favor 
of postponing for a few months the 
removal of the ‘occupation tax.” 

Probably a good and satisfactory 
course to pursue would be to adopt 
the ordinance now, making it take ef- 
fect, not at once, perhaps, but at an 
early date in the coming summer. This 
would be a practical triumph for the 
Merchants’ Association, meet the 
views of the community, satisfy the 
great body of the merchants and at 
the same time produce no embarrass- 
ment to the. financial department of 
the city government pending the fixing 
of the next tax levy, when provision 
can be made for all the money require- 
ments of the municipality. 

The prediction made some months 
ago that England would be the firs: 
country to squeal because of the deg- 
-redation of silver, is coming to pass. 
London’s great journal of the money- 
changers, the Financial News, is al- 
ready sounding the alarm. It says: 
“The world’s commerce is reeling to 
‘a crisis, yet the mischief has only be- 
gun. Bimetallism is no longer the creed 
of a handful of cranks, nearly every 
economist of eminence is on its sidce.”’ 
When the people who live under the 
thumb of the old lady of Threadneedle 
street get caught in the door and begin 
to shriek we may hope for relief 
shortly. ‘The business of the world 
will never improve until this great and 
overshadowing money question is set- 
~ ‘tled. -We must have a currency for the 
masses and not one for the classes. 
The hope of the world is in the con- 
tentment, the happiness, the prosper- 
ity of the common people, whom, as 
Abraham Lincoln once wisely said, 
God must love because He made so 
many of them. If the silver currency 
of the United States is not good it 
should be made good by the law- 
_making power of the government that 
‘brought that currency into being. 


An edftorial on Arizona in yesterday's 
Times contained a typographical error 
which marred the sense of the para- 
graph, the word ‘“‘friends’’ being printed 
where “feuds’’ was written. The cor- 
rected paragraph is as follows: 

‘We ‘believe that much of the recent 
tempest that has been raised over the 
Eastern correspondent’s (Heywood's) 
published. statements was needless and 
impolitic, and that the Arizonians have 
to thank certain long-standing political 
and personal feuds for a good share of 
the ‘ruction.’ The real merits of the 
case should be kept in sight and 
pressed upon the attention of Congress 
and the country.” 

‘This opinion we reaffirm, and we 
have reason to know that level-headed 
~eitizens of Arizona share in it. Mean- 
time the roar of the press opposition 
to Gov. Hughes continues to resound 
- through the Territory like the explo- 
sion of a sand-bag battery firing at 
@ swarm of mosquftoes.

BUSINESS REVIEW. 


The Weekly Statement of R. G. 
Dun & Co. 


A Week of Record Breaking in a Great Many 


Lines — The Lowest Quotations 
Ever Made in Some 
Instances. 


Dun's Weekly Review of business 
and finance of New York publishes 
the following resume for the week end- 
ing February 17: ~ 

“This has been a week of record- 
breaking. In wheat, in silver, in some 
forms of iron and steel, in Connells- 
ville coke, and. in well-known cotton 
and woolen goods, the lowest prices 
ever known have been made, and it Is 
gratifying that failures of importance 
heve not resulted. The great fall in 
wheat had a perceptible influence upon 
the tone of business generally, and 
there was less confidence in Wall street, 
less improvement in manufactures, and 
@ greater decrease in the volume of 
payments through clearing houses, 
which were 25.4 per cent. less than a 
year ago outside of New York, and 
43.7 per cent. less than a year ago here, 
notwithstanding unusual transactions 
in grain. While no action especially 
affecting business prospects was taken 
at Washington, the continued discus- 
sion of revenue and monetary measures 
and the uncertainty regarding them, 
have a constant unfavorable influence, 
and in different markets have caused 
sudden fluctuations in prices. 

“Wheat at 60% cents is not only lower 
by 4% cents than it was for a single 
day last year, but lower by 13% cents 
than it had ever been in the previous 
seventy-seven years. A visible supply 
over 79,000,000 bushels February 10, with 
sales and receipts from farms con- 
tinuing large. has completely destroyed 
faith in the official reports of the yield 
last year, and caused enormous liqui- 
dation. Receipts last week were but 
1,810,314 bushels against 2,901,048 for the 
same week last year, but Atlantic ex- 
ports were only 659,962 bushels against 
1,013,015 last year, and the recent de- 
crease in foreign demand has been an 
important factor. Some trust com- 
panies have arranged to advance money 
against wheat as collateral security, 
but with results not as yet encourag- 
ing. Corn and other products fluctu- 
ated but little, though receipts of corn 
were large. Cotton declined an eighth 
with increasing distrust of short crop 
estimates. The receipts from planta- 
tions this week have been larger than 
a year ago, and at no time small 
enough to support the idea that the 
crop of 1893 was but 6,600,000 bales, 
which would mean that less than 300,000 
bales have yet to come into sight in 
over six months. 

“The slight recovery in prices of iron 
products has not been maintained. Bes- 
semer pig, has declined at Pittsburgh 
to $10.65, and gray forge to $9.65, and 
steel billets are sold below $16 there, 
while at Philadelphia most rolling-mill 
products are lower than ever. The de- 
cine ig the more noteworthy because 
an increase in the demand is reported, 
both in Eastern and Western markets, 
especially in structural forms at the 
West and here, where several large 
buildings are projected. The demand 
for wire rods, nails and fence continues 
remarkably large and sustains prices, 
but rails are stagnant. Connellsville 
coke sells at 85 cents, the lowest price 
ever made, and, while the output in- 
creased for the week 1633 tons, only 651 
per cent. of the ovens are in use. Heavy 
reduction in the price of lake ore is 
reported, with large contracts at $2.75 
Cleveland delivery. Minor metals are 
weaker, with restricted consumptior:. 
Shipments of boots and shoes from the 
East are 19 per cent. less than a year 
ago, with cheaper grades predominating 
in orders and in manufacture, and not 
many factories fully employed. 

*“Textile industrieg do not seem to have 
gained within the past week, for as 
many works have closed as have re- 
sumed work, and in woolen and cotton 
manufactures rather more. There has 
been a sharp break in.print claths to 2% 
cents, some of the best-known cottons 
have been put at the lowest prices 
ever made, and there is more talk of 
general closing of mills. Some woolen 
millg of large importance have stopped, 
one because reduction of wages was re- 
sisted, and in textile works such_.re- 
ductions have been more numerous and 
iarger than in any previous week. The 
demand for woolen gocds does not im- 
prove, and gales of wool decreased 
sharply after the brisk activity two 
weeks ago, being only 4,114,591 pounds 
for the week, aguinst 5,826,300 last year. 
Though some grades are scarce and 
prices relatively higher West than here 
the markets do not advance. iy 

“Stocks have been weaker with the 
fall in wheat, those of granger roads 
declining over $1 per share in most 
cases, and the New York Central also, 
in spite of the fact that trunk lines 
and granger roads showed much less 
decrease in earnings than in other re- 
cent weeks. 


The average de- 
cline in railroad stocks was 
138 cents per share, and the de- 


crease in earnings of roads renorted 
for February is but 9 per cent., though 
the decrease in east-hbound freights 
from Chicago is 39.1 per cent. The 
weakness in railroad stocks is in part 
due to violent fluctuations in trust 
stocks and the break in sugar, which 


The average for such stocks 
declined $1.25 per share, being especially 
influenced by reports regarding legis- 
lation. London bought some shares, 
but not enough to affect exchange ma- 
terially, and the rates for sterling ad- 
bills of-

about $600,000 smaller for the week 
than last year, and for six weeks the 
increase has been only $3,100,000, or 7% 
per cent., but imports last week were 
little more than half as large as last 
year, and: for the year thus far the 
decrease is about 42 per cent: There 
is no change of importance in money 
markets, with no increase in commer- 
cial loans. 

‘Failures for the week have been 323 
in the United States against 1°7 last 
year, and»55 in Canada against 36 last 
year. Though several were of some 
magnitude, the aggregate of_liabilities 
was apparently below the weekly aver- 
age for January. For the week ending 
February 8, the Habhilities thus fer re- 
ported were only $4,079,657. With hearly 
complete returns for January, the ag- 
gregate of liabilities in 2080 failures is 
$30,946,497, of which $11,631,305 was of

impressive Services at the 
Cathedral. 


Solemn Dedication of the Costly 
New Altar. 


The Ceremony Witnessed by a Large 
Audience. | 


gramme—Rev. Father Fitzgerald's 
Sermon—Other Church 
Services.

Standing room was at a premium yes- 
terday at the Cathedral. The imposing 
services, in connection with the in- 
auguration of the new altar, attracted 
one of the largest congregations ever 
seen in Los Angeles. Despite the crush, 
however, nothing approaching, to dis- 
order was noticed, the ushers display- 
ing the greatest tact in the discharge 
of their onerous duties, while the wor- 
shipers -and visitors endured a con) 
siderable amount of elbowing with com- 
mendable patience. 

Before the services commenced the 
main object of attraction was, of 
course, the new altar—a magnificent 
structure of Parian and Carrara mar- 
ble and Mexican onyx, said by connois- 
seurs to be superior to anything else 
of the kind west of Philadelphia. The 
altar is a pure and unmixed specimen 
of the majestic Roman style of archi- 
tecture, and its severe, yet graceful 
lines, are in striking harmony with the 
interior of the Cathedral, which is con- 
sidered one of the most correctly pro- 
portioned edifices of its kind in the 
United States. Before the altar is a wide 
platform, formed by a single slab of 
Carrara marble, which is reached by 
three steps of the same lustrous stone, 
The frontal, of Parian marble, displays 
three panels in rich carving, the center 


one representing the emblematic “‘Lamb 


of God,’’ while on either side the sym- 
bolic rose and lily are most artistically 
and naturally sculptured. The panels 
are separated by delicate columns of 
translucent onyx, with daintily carved 
Two life-sizerstatues of angels 
in the attitude of adoration surmount 
the wings at either end of the altar 
table, each facing the tabernacle, an 
ornate structure of veinless marble 
with a door of gold and onyx. Above 
the tabernacle is the throne for ex- 


posing the holy sacrament. This throne, 


or niche, is considered one of the gems 
of the altar, the carving on its narrow 
panels and sheill-shaped half-domes be- 
ing so delicate as to resemble lace 
work rather than stone. On each side 
of the niche are three columns of onyx 
six feet high and six inches in diam- 
eter, with carved bases and capitals, 
immediately behind each being a 
Square pilaster of alabaster, with base 
and capital harmonizing in style with 
those of the columns. Between these 
pilasters are niches for reliquaries, sus- 
tained by richly floriated brackets and 
topped by semi-circular arches, the 
whole reredos being surmounted by a 
heavy and ornate cornice. Rising ma- 


jestically from this cornice are two pon- 


derous Corinthian pilasters which en- 
close the arch surrounding the chapel 
of St. Vibiana, patroness of the diocese 
of Monterey and Los Angeles, and titu- 
lar of the Cathedral. Above this open- 
ing is ‘a heavy pediment,.in- which is 
imbedded a shield bearing the coat-of- 
arms of the Cathedral—the Greek mono- 
gram of Christ “combined with the 
Latin initials of St. Vibiana’s name, 
surmounted by a garland of lilies and 
palm branches, symbolic of the saint’s 
purity as a virgin and of her fortitude 
as a martyr. The triangular apex of 
the arch, crowning the entire structure, 
gives to the altar a stateligess and ele- 
gance which it would have lacked with 


any less classical treatment.. 


The table, or essential part of the 
altar being already consecrated, yester- 
day’s services commenced with the sol- 
emn blessing of the tabernacle, or re- 
pository, for the holy sacrament, which 
ceremony was impressively performed 
by His Lordship Mgr. Mora, bishop of 
the diocese, assisted by the vicar-gen- 
eral and by the clergy of the Cathedral. 
The universally revered and beloved 
prelate entered the sacred edifice at 
10:30 o’clock in the forenoon. The 
graceful folds of his crimson pontifical 
mantle, or cappa magna, were sus- 
tained by six pages, or train-bearers, 
and as he made his way through the 
crowded Cathedral, he blessed the. peo- 
ple from side to side. ° 

The blessing over, solemn mass was 
celebrated by Rev. William Lewis Dye, 
secretary to his lordship, who as- 
sisted during the sacred rite by Rev. 
William Lange as deacon, and Rev. M. 


Eis as sub-deacon. The bishop occupied 1 


his crimson-draped throne at the gos- 
pel side of the altar, and was attended 
by Very Rev. Joaquin Adam, vicar- 
general, and Rev. Joseph Doyle. 

The music was of the highest order, 
the excellent choir of the Cathedral be- 
ing accompanied by the grand organ 
and a full orchestra. Among the selec- 
ticns rendered was Marzo’s mass. The 
soloist was Miss Ethel Graham, so- 
prano. The quartette was Miss Cecilia 
Gardner, soprano; Mrs. B. Gardner, 
alto; A. Gabriel, tenor; and F. W. Wal- 
lace, bass. 

At the offertory Mrs. Gertrude Dock- 
weiler sang the beautiful,soprano solo, 
with chorus, ‘‘Inflamatus,’’ from Ros- 
sini’s ‘“‘Stabat Mater.’’ 

After the first gospel, Rev. Thomas 
J. Fitzgerald‘of Beaumont delivered 
the sermon. The reverend gentleman 
is well known as a finished pulpit ora- 
tor, but yesterday’s address wou!d 
seem to have eclipsed all of his dis- 
courses thus far heard in this city. 
He took for his text the words of 
King David: ‘Lord, I have loved the 
beauty of Thy house, and the place 
where Thy glory dwelleth.” He first 
told of the sacrifices at the altar by 
Cain and Abel of their flocks and 
fields. Coming down to a later period, 
he related how Noah offered up a sac- 
rifice of thangsgiving on Mt. Ararat, 
after leaving the ark, and briefly re- 
ferred to the time when Abraham was 
about to offer his son Isaac as a sac- 
rifice. He was he said a type of Christ, 
inasmuch as G had given His Son 
as a sacrifice for the redemption of 
mankind. The bl y sacrifices of the 
pagans and anciént Hebrews, and the 
last sacrifice of Chri of Himself on 
the altar of the cross! were graphically 
described. He also alluded to the 
Catholic doctrine of the conttnuation 
of the sacrifice on Mt. Calvary, as em- 
braced in the Christian sacrifice of the 
mass. In closing he congratulated the 
bishop on the acquisition of the ele- 
gant new altar, and also highly com- 
plimented the priests for'their labor 
in raising the fund, and the people for 
their generosity, which was unprece- 
dented in the history of the Cathedral. ° 

The solemn service then proceeded 
toward its close. When the last joyous 
notes of the ‘“‘Deo Gratias’’ died away 
upon the -incense-laden air, a proces- 
sion was formed and the holy sacra- 
ment was borne around the interior 
of the Cathedral, to the insviring music 
of Lambillotte’s ‘Lauda Sion,” after 
which it was left exposed in a rich, 
golden ostensorium, for the ‘forty 
hours’ adoration.’’ 

The programme of the exposition is 
as follows: On Sunday, from after 
mass wntil 8:30 p.m.; today’ and tomor- 
row, from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m., and on 
Wednesday from 7 till 11 a.m.

At St. John’s Episcopal Church, on

Even today Palestine has rare at- 
tractions for the tourist and traveler, 
apart from religious associations. It 
was, thérefore, not the fault of the 
land itself that the inhabitants thereof 
had strife and disaster. But ii was be- 
cause of the hard-heartedness of the 
children of Israel, 
rcbilion against God, their erecting al- 
tars to heathen deities, their wilful vio- 
lation cf every code and regulation of 
that divine law which Moses had re- 
ceived from God amid the lightning- 
— and thunder-beaten crags of 

inai. 

Those calamities “which from time to 
time overtake the nations of the earth, 
are as much a visitation from God as 
Israel’s downfall as a nation was a di- 
rect result of the nation’s apostacy. 
The nation that turns its face God- 
ward, looking to Him as the source of 
its inspiration, is the nation which will 
reflect more and more of God’s wis- 
dom and blessing. But no nation can 
prosper which adopts a code of morals 
or ethics other than that which God 
has formed and framed to guide man- 
kind. If the laws of a nation are so 
lax and feeble as to permit a sunder- 
ing of those holy ties made in mar- 
riage for every caprice of man or whim 
of woman, so surely will the security 
of the family, which is one of the 
foundation-stones of the state, topple 
over into ruin. If we disregard the di- 
vine law about setting apart one day 
in seven as a day of rest, just so soon 
will man’s moral, mental and phys- 
ical energies enfeeble themselves to the 
destruction of those finer qualities 
characteristic of the intelligent man or 
woman. If the laws of trade and barter 
be so interpreted as to run into wild 
speculation and inflated values, and 


done in recent years to such an enor- 
mous extent, there must come the in- 
evitable reaction and collapse, which 
may leave in the national life the 
germs of decay and dissolution. If the 
schools of our country, those nurseries 
of the young, be handed over to a 
handful of politicians who. care little 
for the principles of education so long 
as they can utilize our schools for 
their own greed and aggrandizement, 
how can such schools ever realize the 
expectations of the nation There is no 
other country in the world where a man 
may become a member of a board of 
education, and yet be unable to con- 
struct an ordinary sentence with gram- 
matical accuracy. This weak spot 
should not go long uncorrected. It 
would be a national calamity if our 
public schools are captured by the 
Church of Rome, but it will be none 
the less disastrous if the highest -posi- 
tions which control the schools be 
awarded to uncrupulous men as the 
reward of political chicanery. 

“O, that My people would have 
hearkened unto Me,” says God. Would 
that we, as a people, could in every de- 
partment of national life go back to 
those foundation principles ‘of right, 
honor and integrity, upon which God 
would have us build, and upon which 
only can we rear a permanent and en- 
during superstructure. Would that 
every transaction between us and 
other nations, every business engage- 
ment between man and man, every 
policy framed for the furtlerance of 
the civilization of man, be settled, 
not upon any temporary expedients 
which only meet the circumstances and 
quell the cries of the hour, but upon 
the firm principles which spring from 
the very throne of God. Unless -the 
perplexing problems and vexatious the- 
ories which arise and loom up mightily 
before us be settled according to the 
never-dying, eternal principles, they 
but troop back when least expected, 
with the specters of socialism and the 
furies of anarchy in their wake.

The speaker said that the three ser- 
mons which he intended to preach 
were not meant to be a criticism of 
Prof. Jordan’s three lectures upon 
evolution. He would strive to answer 
some questions from the standpoints 
of religion and morality. 


mentioned. The investigations of Bas- 
tian, Tyndall and Dallinger, showing 
that life is never generated from mat- 
ter, have settled forever the pretensions 
of materialism. Life comes from life. 
When our planet was a ball of fire- 
mist, no creature could live upon it. 
Life in millions of forms is here now, 
and must.be regarded as a foreigner. 
New forms of plant life appear in 
burnt-over districts. Parasites and in- 
sects and diseases, in region®” where 
they had not been observed before, show 
that germs were there ready to in- 
carnate themselves when the right con- 
diticns were ready. In the second 
chapter of Genesis it is written: ‘“‘The 
Lord God made every plant of the 
field before it was in the earth, and 
every herb of the fleld before it grew.’’ 
These lives were in the air. So the 
question is not ‘‘was the orn or the 
omk first?’’ for the invisible germ was 
first. The attributes of plant life, of 
animal life, of human life and of 
spiritual life, were discussed, proving 
the impassable gulf between plant and 
animal, or bétween animal and man. 
Man’s speech, conscience and spiritu- 
ality make him the head of creation. 
The three theories of the origin of man 
were described—the Darwinian, the 
Gnostic and the Mosaic. According to 
these theories, our minds as well as our 
bodies are derived from our ancestors, 
whether human or animal. Christ rep- 
resents humanity; and He said He had 
come forth from the Father and that 
He would return to the Father. His 
spirit came from God directly, and 
not from Adam. The purity and the 
spirituality of Mary realized that the 
Holy Ghost is the father of every child 
born into the world. There was no 
fall in Eden. Our first parents rose 
into intellectual and moral conscious- 
ness, and died to ignorance, shame- 
lessness and animality. The other two 
theorfes speak of no fall: So there is 
no basis for the mediaeval scheme of sal- 
vation. I did not innerit my mind 
from Adam, so I could not inherit his 
Sin.

’ LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Ancient Mistory and Preestrade Fallacics- 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 20, 1394.—(To 
the Editor.) In The Times of last Sur- 
day is a letter from L. A. Hill of Pasa- 
dena, in “which, after stating that he 
“had given thé subject careful and 
earnest study for more than twenty 
years,” he says: . “I find that the 
American workingman has prospered, 
not from the effects of a protective 
tariff, but in spite of it.” He then 
g0es on to show the depressed condition 
of labor between the years 1824 and 
1839, and brings forward as a witness 
the Hon. Henry Wilson, who says “that 
during this period he worked for $6 
per month at the hardest kind of 
work.’ Inasmuch as it is not presum- 
able that Mr. Wilson worked during 
the whole fifteen years of this period 
for $6 per month, the testimony is 
worthless unless we know his age at 
the time, the kind of work that he 
did, the year or years, or, if less than a 
year, the part of the year, that he 
worked. Correct answers to these ques- 
tions are important, for boys obtaine4 
less wages than men, some kinds of 
work commanded less pay than others, 
there were certain years of depression 
when work was scarce, and all labor- 
ers.were poorly paid, and every winter 
hands could be hired for three or four 
months at a price far below the rate 
by the year. Having “given th's sub-. 
ject careful and earnest study for more 
than twenty years,’’ Hr. Hiil has 
doubtless a vast store of facts to sus- 
tain his case, and it is surprising that 
he gave so few, and those so indefin- 
itely. 

In the case of his second and last 
‘witness—John Stephenson—whose ‘lots 
that his shops were on’’ declined dur- 
ing the years 1836 to 1842 “‘from $3500 to 
$300,"" he is equally indefinite. When 
did he buy? When did he sell? What 
were the lIccal conditions at that time 
of each transaction? There were real 
estate booms in those days, and the 
figures indicate that he bought on the 
crest of the highest swell of a great 
boom, and sold in the lowest depression 
of the collapse which followed, and that 
in both cases there was little or no 
exercise of ordinary business judr- 
ment. If Mr. Stephenson said that 
during this period ‘‘one could not trust 
anybody,’ he was mistaken, for I know. 
that people did trust each other. 

During the periods named local con- 
ditions had much greater influence in 
determining the wages paid in different 
localities than they during more 
recent years, and the wages paid in any 
one of two localities can not be ac- 
cepted as a standard by which to judge 
all others. I have no personal knowl- 
edge of the condition of the labor mar- 
ket in Massachusetts during the years 
named, but I know that in the State 
of New York, during the years 1834 and 
1835, the demand for labor and the 
wages paid were such as to bring Irish 
people to this ccuntry by the shipload, 
and they did nearly all of the earth 
work on the Chenango Valley Canal, 
funning from Utica to Binghamton. In 
1838 I knew a boy of 13 years who com- 
menced working at $4 per month with 
board and washing, but before his four- 
teenth birthday he was getting $7 per 
month and board. In 1841 I knew a 
boy of 16 years who worked through the 
haying season at $1 per day, and during 
the harvesting seas at $1.50 per day, 
in both cases being boarded. These 
years are included in the periods of 
terrible depression, when Henry Wil- 
son worked for $6 per month, when “‘the 
highest wages paid, even in harvesting, 
was from 50 cents to 60 cents per day.” 
and John Stephenson’s lots declined in 
value “from $3500 to $300.’ I have. 
never heard of an average farm hand 
working in any one of the Northern 
States for less than $100 per year with 
board, washing and mending. 

As Mr. Hill has given this subject 
so many years of ‘“‘careful and earnest 
study,’’ perhaps he can tell us if 
anything occurred during and subse- 
quent to 1846 besides the cutting down 
of “duties on imports,”’ which’ may 
have had some influence in promoting 
industrial enterprises. Perhaps he can 
‘tell us just how long it was before we 
had a crash that shook the country 
from center to circumference, in spite 
of the blessings of a low tariff on im- 
ports and all other favoring influences, 

Mr. Hill gives figures which show 
that goods are manufactured in Amer- 
ica much more cheaply than in En- 
giand. Daily wages are only about 40 
per cent. higher here than there, but 
the American does more than twice as 
much work as thé Englishman. Work 
for which the Englishman receives $1 
per day the Amer! an receives $1.40 
but it takes the Englishman over two 
and one-seventh days to do the work 
which the American does in one, there- 
fore the English manufacturer pays 
over $2.15 for work which costs his 
American competitor only $1.40. Does 
Mr. Hill believe the story which his 
figures tell? E. G. FAY. 


Fatal Field for Missionaries. 

(Boston Post:) Sierra Leene, on the 
west coast of Africa, has sometimes 
been stylcd the ‘““White Man’s Grave,” 
and no fewer than three bishops in suc- 
cession died within three years of their 
consecration. In ‘the first twenty years 
of the mission’s existence fifty-three 
missionaries’ wives died at their posts. 
In 1823, out of five missionavies who 
went out, four died within six months; 
in the next year six volunteers were ac- 
cepted, and of these, two died within 
four months of their landing. These 
losses seemed to draw out more zeal, for 
next year three more went forth, of 
whom two died within six months.

SHOULD TRAIN WORE 


South California Athletes 
Too Listless. 


Muscular Boys of the Y.M.C.A. 
Gymnasium. 


Cricket Match Arranged to Be Played 
Next Week. 


Harvard Students Required to Pay More 
Attention to Their Studies and Less 
to Games in the Future— 
Sporting Notes. 


The exhibition of field sports given 
by the college boys at Athletic Park on 
Washington’s birthday, while not 
marked by the display of any particu- 
lar amount of experjgess or prowess, 
gave evidence that Sd@thern California 
possesses the material, if properly 
handled and developed, to produce not 
only good, all-around athletes, but 
record-breakers as well. The trouble 
“Weretofore seems to ‘have been that 
sufficient attention has not been paid to 
the various forms of legitimate pastime 
to bring out the latent skill which has 
all along existed in the rough. Even 
now those who make pretentions at out- 
door competition neglect training elevgn 
months out of the year, deeming it suf- 
ficient to work up their strength in 
the course of a few weeks or days of 
preparation preceding the contest. This 
style of training is calculated to neither 
bring forth winners nor advance athlet- 
ics in this part of the State. It is grat- 
ifying to learn that the athletic club 
has once more recognized the necessity 
of active work by organizing classes, 
which are conducted under the direction 
of a competent instructor, and are made 
open to outsiders, as well as club mem- 
bers. As a result, when the next field 
day comes around, a larger list of en- 
tries and better results will be expected. 

The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, although a very quiet working 
body, is doing much for the cause of 
athletics also in this city, much more, 
in fact, than it is generally credited 
with. 

In the San Francisco Examiner of 
Saturday the following interesting ar- 
ticle regarding some of its supporters 
and gymnasium workers is printed: 

“The Y.M.C.A. is a decided militant 
as well as spiritual power in Los Ange- 
les. It has one of the finest buildings 
in the metropolis of semi-tropicdom, 
and provides for its members possibly 
the most complete and best-appointed 
gymnasium in Southern California. 
Here, under the direction of Prof. Bess- 
ing, who is also the physical instructor 
at the State Normal School, a class 
of young athletes has been developed 
Which would be creditable to any ath- 
letic association. The present class has 
only been under instruction for about 
@& year, yet on last Friday evening they 
gave a public entertainment, at which 
the tumbling, pyramid work and gen- 
eral athletic feats were but little,short 
of the professional standard. 

“Perhaps the most brilliant work 
fs ‘that of the Maeder brothers, Alfred, 
William, Charlie and Henry. Their 
specialty is pyramid building, they be- 
ing able to do the “‘three-high”’ building 
in less time than it takes to state the 
fact. Their ages range from 21 'to 15 
years, yet each of them has as com- 
plete muscular dévelopment as would 
usually be found in a man at his 
prime. 

“Alfred is next to the oldest, and 
heaviest, and forms the pedestals in 
their building exercises. He ‘thinks 
nothing of carrying on his shoulders 
six youths, weighing in the aggregate 
750 pounds. 

“Charlie Maeder, the eldest of the 
brothers, besides participating in the 
pyramid work, is the best club swinger 
of ‘the association, and his comrades, 
are ready to back him against any 
man in Southern California in that 
line of work. 

“Justus W. Rice of the association is 
the champion short-distance swimmer 
of this part of the State. The first 
race he won here was at the natator- 
ium, in June, 1891, when he made the 
hundréd yards in 1:17. In September, 
1892, he did the same distance in 
1:14. At the same date and place he 
made a quarter of a mile in 3:59. He 
now has a hundred-yard record of 1:12. 
He has swam at all the Southern 
California seaside. resorts, and has 
never been defeated at any distance 
up to a quarter. He is only 17 years 
old, and has been swimming for three 
years. If any amateur is anxious to 
try cdnclusions with him Mr. Rice will 
be more ‘than ready to make a 
match. . 

“One of the best all-around athletes 
in the city is a frequenter of the gym 
nasium, W. B. Sheckels. His specialty 
is tumbling and leaping. He is also a 
eapital runner, doing his hundred in 
0:10 2-5 recently, after being without 
any exercise or practice for a couple of 
weeks. He has only been at exercise 
work for a year, and his picture shows 
what systematic physical training has 
done for him. 


‘“AYbert Ducker is a youngster who* 


promises to become a first-class man 
in time. He is ‘today the best trapeze 
man in the association, and is a wonder- 
ful high jumper. He has a standing 
high-jump record of five feet. He also 
has only had a year’s practice, and 
has plenty of time ahead of thhim in 
which to develop his remarkable qual- 
ities. . 

“Charles Foote is the champion hor- 
izontal-bar man of the association, 
though he is also excellent in pyramids 
and general work. Mr Foote is another 
instance of quick progress, for he has 
only been doing gymnasium work for a 
year past, yet in his line at the bars 
he is far away ahead of the best 


man. 

“M. J. Banks is a husky 4jtle young- 
ster, who has arms like.a youthful 
Corbett, and is marked by will power, 
as well as physical force. Banks fan- 
cies the parallel bars more than any 
other apparatus, and is admittedly the 
best man in that line. He is also a 
markedly clever little ‘boxer, being as 
adroit as he.is strong. 

“Charles Magee is the “kid” of the 
association, being but 19 years old. He 
is a Spanish-ring expert, and a rattling 
good all-around man.”

He, however, re- 
gards Mr. Geb ’s selection of the 
Guenoc farm as unfortunate one, 
at least in the matter of adaptation 
for breeding thoroughbreds. St. Sa- 
vior during his stay in San Jose is 
being handled by N. 8S. Smith, who 
daily exercises this son of Eolus and 
War Song under the saddle. St. Sa- 
vior is tho sire of Zobair and De 
Bracy. As a three-year-old he ran four 
times and. was three times first and 
once second. Won the Barnegat stakes, 
one and one-half miles, beating the 
great Duchess, Bob Miles and six 
others; won Raritan stakes, one and 
one-fourth miles, defeating the King 
Ernest-Mimi colt and four others in a 
canter; won the Newark stakes, one 
mile, pulled double, by four lengths, 
and ran second to Rataplan for the 
rich Emporium stakes, meeting the 
pick of the country.

Among the mares already listed 
upon his books are half a dozen from 
Spreckels Bros.’ stables and several 
from J. Naglee Burke’s Pueblo stables. 

DISTINGUISHE ANINES.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Matters That Will Come Up at the Session 
oday. 

It is expected that if a satisfactory 
arrangement can be made regarding 
the final acceptance of the outfall 
sewer the City Council will arrange to- 
day for a celebration in honor of the 
event. This may, however, be delayed 
so that the celebration will not be held 
till some time next week. 

Bids for the construction of an 
eighty-foot pile-bent bridge on Ninth 
street east of the Los Angeles River, 
will be received today. 

A proposition for the translating of 
the old Spanish records in the city 
archives was last week received and 
referred to the Finance Committee. The 
cost of the work is estimated not to 
exceed $500. Some action regarding the 
matter is looked for some time today. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
the City Engineer was instructed to 
present an ordinance of intention for 
the sewering of the district bounded 
by First street, San Pedro street, Sev- 
enth street and the Los Angeles River. 
As it will undoubtedly require consid- 
erable jime to prepare the ordinance 
the City Engineer may be unable to 
present it. before next week 

Hearing in the matter of the pro- 
tests against the proposed sewering of 
Griffin avenue will be continued at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. 

The Health Officer will report in the 
matter of the condition of the Arroyo 
de Los Reyes, between Fifth and Sixth 
streets that its condition is unsanitary. 
The report will state that rubbish ac- 
cumulates in the arroyo and obstructs 
the free flow of water so that it over- 
flows onto the adjacent lots. 

Should the City Engineer report on 
the matter the question will come up 
again today as to whether the Los An- 
geles Lighting Company is furnishing 
at its electric street lights the candle 
power required by contract. It will be 
remembered that at last week’s meet- 
ing Chairman Campbell of the Gas and 
Light Committee presented a minority 
report on the matter, the report being 
accompanied by a statement of the ex- 
pert engineers who tested the com- 
pany’s apparatus. The report stated 
that “The conclusion of your commit- 
tee, based upon the reports of the ex- 
perts, which are hereto attached, is 
that the Los Angeles Lighting Com- 
pany is developing the necessary horse- 
power and that it is furnishing the city 
with the full standard candle power arc 
lamps called for by its contract.” 

Messrs. Rhodes and Nickell of the 
same committee presented a report 
which merely stated that the commit- 
tee had employed experts whose re- 
port on the matter was herewith sub- 
mitted. All the reports were referred 
to the City Engineer. . 

Members of the Council together with 
the City Tax and License Collector 
have, during the past week, been look- 
ing over the existing license ordinance 
with a view to revising it. Some action 
may be taken today. 

The recommendation of the City At- 
torney, presented some weeks ago, that 
special counsel be employed in the 
case of the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company vs. the City, which

PASADENA, Feb. 25.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The “Citizens’ party 
which has ruled so successfully and to 
the great satisfaction of the resident 
voters’ during the past four years, has 
ceased -to exist. 

The members of the Citizens’ Cen- 
tral Committee, who were for the most 
part Republicans, had determined to 
take an active part in the municipal 
campaign which is now well under 
way, all being firm in the belief that 
the platform adopted four years ago 
furnished solid ground to stand on. A 
call was issued for primary meetings 
in the four ‘wards to elect delegates to 
a general convention to make nomina- 
tions for the city offices. But after it 
become known that many Republicans 
of town: opine that a straight Republi- 
can tieket should be put in the field, 
the members of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee at a meeting held Saturday 
night decided to disband in favor of 
the proposed organization, all of which 
is set forth in the following resolu- 
tions, which were then adopted: 

“Whereas, the ‘Citizens’’ party was 
organized four years ago, on a non- 
partisan basis, for a certain purpose, 
to-wit: For the purpose of bringing to- 
gether all of the business men and 
liberal-minded citizens of the city of 
Pasadena, whose principal object was 
the recognition of the necessities of our 
city angi desire to be governed by the 
best men for the best interests of our 
city, giving us a liberal policy, consist- 
ent with the growth and necessities of 
our times, and 

“Whereas, without opposition the 
same party continued to represent the 
wishes of the majority of the people 
two years ago, and, : 

“Whereas, the Central Committee of 
the Citizens’ party appointed that time 
have met recently and without the 
knowledge that it was the desire of 
any considerable number of our pev- 
ple to break away from this old non- 
partisan plan for the election of city 
officials, and. 

“Whereas, it has recently come to 
our krrowledge that a very consider- 
able number of our people believe that 
the said Citizens’ party has served its 
purposes and that in the future parry 
lines should be drawn so far as the 
same may be consistent with the wel- 
fare and good government of our city; 
now, therefore, be it ; 

“Resolved that it is the sense of the 
Citizens’ Central Committee that the 
said tiene party should now dis- 
band, and be it further 

‘Resolved that the call heretofore. is-. 
sued for caucuses and the convention 
be, and the same is, hereby rescinded 
and that no said caucuses or oconven- 
tion shak be held under the authority 
of said Citizens’ party; be it further 

“Resolved, that all electors of 
this city, whether ‘candidates for 
office, subject to the decision of said 
Citizens’ convention, or simply sympa- 
thizers with said Citizens’ party, be 
and the same are, hereby released from 
any obligation to continue work with 
said party and be subject to call, and 
be it further 

“Resolved, that this committee be 
te and now adjourned without de- 
ay.” 

After the passage of the above the 
Republican members of the committee 
con adopted the following resolu- 

ons: . | 

“‘Whereas, a call for a straight Re- 
publican. city convention has been 
made by.a large number of Republi- 
cans for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for the various municipal 
offices, to be voted for at the munici- 
pal election to.be heid in this city on 
the 9th of April next. 

“‘Now, therefore, we, the undersigned, 
formerly members of the City Central 
Committee of the Citizens’ party of 
said city, being at the same time mem- 
bers of and owing our allegiance to 
the Republican. party and earnestly be- 
lieving in its principles and also be- 
lieving that by reason of the large 


majority of that party in our city, . 


that it is‘only in accordance with cus- 
tom and the political fitness of things 
that that party should perfect a city 
organization here and thereby seek to 
advance, by all honorable means, its 
power in our municipality and to 
properly align itself for the more im- 
portant political struggles that are to 
follow in our courity, State and nation, 
do hereby announce to -the people of.- 
this city that we will participate in 
and help to perfect an organization of 
the Republican party of Pasadena. 
““We believe that the movement that 
was inaugurated four years ago and 
in‘ a Citizens’ party and 


elected at that time placed. our- city 
on a higher grade of advancement and 
progress than she ‘had ever before at- 
tained. We also believe the Republi- 
can party is capable of grappling with 
and solving correctly any and all ques- 
tions of public interest with which, in 
our city affairs. we aré liable to be 
confronted. To. the Republican party we 
owe allegiance, and we call upon all 
Republicans to join us and participate 
in its deliberations at the coming con- 
vention in this city.’’

SAN BERNARDINO. 


“Bronco Charley” is Again on 
the Warpath. 


The Latest Outrage Committed by the Des- 
perado—Attempt to ‘‘Do Up” an 
Indian's Household—Gen- 
eral News Notes, 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 2.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.) Charles Williams, 
alias ‘“‘Bronco Charley,”’ was brought to 
the County Jail again Saturday evening, 
upon the charge of battery.
